The Russian 
government voted £10,000,000 for its 
construction, and it was completed In 
eleven years. 


It takes three days to reach Zlatoust, 


in tho Ural mountains. There is to be 
seen the famous "stone of parting." 
Could ic speak, r/hat a number of 
heartrending tales it could tell. "When 
criminals and political prisoners -were 
sent to Siberia that "great lone land'' 
of the east, their friends Usually bade 
them good by in the presence of the 
cold stone. 


From Zlatoust the ms'.in line proceeds 


to Omsk, whence it reaches the shores 
of Lake Baikal, one of the largest 
fresh water lakes in the world. Some- 
times the Russians term it "the holy 
sea," because an island iu the lake 
was believed to be the abode of an 
evil spirit, who continually had to be 
appeased with sacrifices. 
Seals and 


beautiful sponges abound In the lake. 


Previous to 1005 the whole train was 


transferred by means of a wonderful 
movable platform, where it rested on 
rails, on to the steamer oa Lake Bai- 
kal. 
This steamer was built at JS'ew- 


castle, and was fitted with, powerful 
screws, which could be driven through 
ice four feet thick.

This is generally noticed 
on the surface durins mild weather as 
when the silago is bcins fod in rather 
small quantities. Many have supposed 
that the entire mass of silage becomes 
very hot aud that a certain amount of 
heat is necessary to preserve it. AgeiiU 
of various types of silos havo also 
taken advantage oC the lack of general 
information on this subject to make 
claims for or against certain types of 
silo on the ground that the tempera- 
ture of ihe silage is Influenced, by the 
particular construction. 


The Missouri experiment station Ac- 


| cided two years apo to pet the facts, 


] Electric thermometers were placed iu 
silos to take the temperature. A bulb 
was placed in the silo during filling at 
any point where it was desirable to 
take the temperature. This bulb had 
wires leading to the outside of the silo 
so tho temperature could be taken 
with an electrical device at any time. 
Temperature 
readings 
were taken 


near the center of the silage mass and 
nt the wall at frequent intervals dur- 
ing two seasons in from eight to ten 
silos. Including stave, iron, tile, Gnrler 
and concrete. 


It was found that the temperature In 


the depth of tho silage la never high 
| ns Is so often thought. After filling 
the temperature rises from 5 to 10 de- 


I grees the first few days and then slow- 
| ly declines during: the fall and winter 
until it reaches the lowest point, about 
40 degrees, iu March. In good silage 
the temperature seldom goes more than 
a few degrees, if auy, above 100 IT. 
and may not go above 90. The only 
high temperatviros found are at the 
surface wheu the air comes in contact 
with silage. Furthermore, a tempera- 
ture much above 300 means ioss of 
silage, as some of the material :s be- 
ing actually burned to make the heat. 
Jlold will raise the temperature some. 
Corn put in the ello in a mature condi- 
tion develops more heat than that, put 
iu green. Xo relation was found be- 
tween the material used in the con- 
struction of the silo and the tempera- 
ture of the Kilage. Practically no dif- 
ference in the freezing of the silage 
on the wall was observed -with the 
different, kinds of silos.

The Electric Fan. 


Back in the early eighties Dr. S. S. 


'Wheeler, an electrical engineer of New 
York, ivus experimenting with a small 
electric motor. In the course of his ex- 
periments the doctor conceived the 
idea that steamboats might be run 
with electricity if the propellers could 
be directly connected to 'high speed 
electric motors, doing away with all 
the gears then in use in steam propul- 
sion. With this idea in mind he had a 
small screw propeller constructed and 
fastened It to the armature shaft of 
his small motor. To his surprise, the 
experiment resulted in a flue breeze of 
cooling nir which more than delighted 
the experimenter, for the day was de- 
cidedly hot. It is needless to add that 
the experiments with screw propellers 
ended right there, nucV the engineer 
took up the study of the electric fan, 
with the result that he soon perfected 
the device until it was a commercial 
success.
